All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Applicant reiterated his position, stated jn his 12/13/06 after-final remarks, that it is improper for the Examiner to mail two final 
actions in a row (the second final presenting grounds of rejection not found in the first) unless Applicant amends the claims (or files 
an IDS) between the mailing of the two final actions. 

The Examiner had previously consulted with his SPE, Sue A. Purvis, on this point Supervisor Purvis's view was that if the new 
action (and new grounds of rejection) was made to correct an error in a previous non-final action, the new action should be non-final; 
but that if the new action (and new grounds of rejection) was made to correct an error in the immediately prior final action, the new 
action should be final. 

Applicant was invited to contact Supervisor Purvis for clarification. 

Applicant objected to the use of Official Notice to define polysilicon as a semiconductor. Applicant's position was that Official Notice 
should have been taken in the Final Office Action. The Examiner's reply was that neither the claims nor the art in question (Lin et al. 
2005/0224786) reference polysilicon, so Official Notice with regard to polysilicon would not have come up at the time of the Final. 
Rather, the Examiner explained, it was page 6 of Applicant's 12/13/06 After Final comments ["... with reference to paragraph 32 and 
Figure 2 of the present application... a biasing feature 250 [is] made of a conductive material (such as doped polysilicon ) [with] a sill 
250a located in it [whereas] the sills in Figure 2 of Lin ... are disposed within a semiconductor material," emphasis added] that 
prompted the use of Official Notice. The Examiner's use of Official Notice was intended, as briefly as possible, to show that the 
polysilicon of Applicant's paragraph 32 and Figure 2, asserted by Applicant to be the "conductive" biasing feature, was itself in fact a 
semiconductor. 
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
